G.S.R. 702(E).—In exercise of (he powers conferred by section 37 of the 
Bureau of Ind an Standards Act, 1080 (03 of 1986), the Central Government 
hcicby makes the following rules further to amend the Bureau of Indian 
S andard Rules, 19S7, namely:— 
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1. (1) These rules may be called 'he Bureau of Indian Standards (Second 
Amendment) Rules, 1993. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the 
Official Gazette. 

2. In rule 6A of the Bureau of Indian S andards Rules, 1987,— 

(a) in sub-rule (1), the words “and also the Members of Parliament” 
shall be omitted ; 

(b) after sub-rule (3), the following sub-rule shall be inserted, 
namely :— 

“(4) If any Member is a Member of Parliament, he shall not be 
entitled to any allowance other than compensatory allowance, as 
dehned in clause (a) of section 2 of the Parliament (Prevention 
of Disqualification) Act, 1959 (10 of 1959) : 

Provided that such Member shall not be entitled to any 
allowance except for meetings held during the intersession 
period. 

EXPLANATION : Intersession period means the interval between the 
adjournment of a House of Parliament of which he is a Member and the re¬ 
assembly of that House."
